Were it not for 
Northern enterprise, however, Charleston 
might remain in the same dormant state 
in which we found it, for years.

happily the new corners have infused a 
spirit of activity into the old inhabitants, 
and we shall see the city in a few months' 
time full of life and gayety.

Time has sufficiently quieted our nerves 


and restored & healthy circulation, to en- 
able one to narrate a consistent story of 
the troublous hours through which we of 
Columbia have been led during the pa=t 
week. 


Sherman's advance on Columbia was un- 


expected. Sudden as surprisinj, it found 
all unprepared for the events which fol- 
lowed, and few cool enough in the crisis to 
yield to any other than the bent of the first 
impulse. Hence hundreds are to-day exiles 
from home who would give almost their all 
to be safely back. They have learned that 
being a refugee don't pay. 


Orangeburgh and Kingsville were sup- 


posed to be the highest points northward 
on that line at which Sherman would 
strike. The people who planned his cam- 
paign thought from thence he would branch 
off towards Charaw and Fayetteville, leave 
Columbia untouched. Four days dispell- 
ed the illusion. Our tronps fell'back until 
the sounds of cannon reverberated throu"h 
the city. Then public officers for the first 
time began to think of removing the Gov- 
ernment stores. The instructions from 
Richmond had left many of them no other 
discretion. Hurry, excitement and some 
confusion became" the order of the day. 
Everybody, public and private, wanted a 
car. The President of the Charlotte i 
South Carolina Railroad, Colonel William 
Johnson, his assistants, Captain Sharp, 
the agent of transportation, and his aids,' 
now bent their energies to the Herculean 
task before them, and accomplished all 
that men could do. The trains from the 
South Carolina and Greenville roads were 
run upon the Charlotte track, filled and 
hurried away to return and fill again. En- 
gines shrieked their signal notes, mornino- 
noon and night. The activity was cease" 
less. The depots were crowded with 
goods of every description. Passenger 
trains were thronged, ladies and families 


What has been done In Three Months.

at the front. Army trains began to move 
through, and the truth at last flashed up- 
on the minds of all that Columbia must 
inevitably be evacuated. Few slept sound- 
ly in their beds during the ni"ht that fol- 
lowed. 


Thursday, tiie Ijth, th,; enemy opened 


on the city with shells. 
Some damage 


was done, but few casualties are reported. 
The State House, Xickerson's Hotel. South 
Carolinian office, together with some pri- 
vate residences, were paid an iron compli- 
ment, and tho inmates evacuated without 
the usual polite formalities of leave tak- 
ing. 
Still the work of removal went 


bravely forward, and a vast amount was 
accomplished. 
The time was too brief, 


however, to do all, and hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars' worth of public and pri- 
vate property remained in and about the 
depot, as a prey to the Yankee torch and 
pilferer. 


The worst feature of tho entire scene oc- 


curred on the day of which I write. A 
party of Wheeler's cavalry, accompanied 
uy their officers, dashed into town, tied 
their horses, and, .13 systematically as if 
they had been bred to" the business, pro- 
ceedod to break into the stores along Main 
street and rob them of their contents. A 
detachment of detailed men fired on one 
party and drove them out. Captain Ham- 
ilton, the Provost Marshal, with another 
officer, drew swords and pistols on another 
party, and succeeded in clearing several 
establishments ; but the valiant raiders 
swarmed like locusts, and to-day, a hun- 
dred miles away from Columbia, you may 
see men smoking the cigars and wearing 
on their saddles the elegant cloths stolen 
from the merchants of that city. 
It is 


said that two of the " cavalry " drew pis- 
tols on General Hampton, who was at- 
tempting to protect a store, and threatened 
his life. 


Under these circumstances you may 


well imagine that your people would ra- 
ther see the Yankees or old Satan him- 
self than a party of the aforesaid Wheel- 
er's cavelry. 
The barbarities committed 


by some of them are represented to be 
frightful, "life liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness" being perfectly incompatible 
with their presence. 


Common rumor says that Sherman's 


treatment of citizens and private property 
was uniformly lenient and conciliatory. 
His headquarters were at Nickcrson's Ho- 
tel. 


The scenes up the railroad may be 


briefly described.

seeking temporary shelter; some getting 
off, more getting on ; twenty trains thun- 
dering one after the other in quick succes- 
sion ; screaming locomotives, crying ba- 
bies, tearful women, families traveling in 
box cars among piles of bacon, salt, band- 
boxes, trunks and bed-clothes; a break 
down near Winsboro; engine off the track; 
ten hours' delay; enemy reported coming; 
more consternation; a long night; no wood,

water, no breakfast: ten car-loads

Union prisoner who reached Annapolis to- 
day, direct from Richmond, communicator 
some interesting intelligence in relation to 
affaira at Richmond and Sheridan's move- 
ments. He says he was confined in Castle 
Thunder, and through friends of tho Un- 
ion, citizens, he obtained much informa- 
tion relative to events transpiring, 
about 


which Richmond papers are silent. On 
Saturday night last Richmond was thrown 
into intense excitement by the announce- 
ment that Sheridan was near the city. 
The alarm bells was rung and all tho 
home guards and every available man that 
couhl bo spared, was hurried off to repel 
the Yankees, who were said to be at Bea- 
ver Mills aqueduct, on the James river, 
Rome twenty miles from tho city, destroy- 
ing the canal, the main feeder of Rich- 
mond. 
Tho excitement continued all 


night, and increased to a panic through- 
out Sunday and up to Monday morning. 
When he left the alarm still prevailed. 
It was understood that Sheridan had suc- 
ceeded in the destruction of tho aqueduct, 
blowing it up with gunpowder, and it 
would take at least three months to repair 
the damage done by him. 


_ During Sunday afternoon Pickett'a di-

THE GREAT DOUGLAS 1XD T.ISCOLN 


DEBATES OF 185$. 


Icview of that Event 


C«Liii)>ulgu In Illinois. 


lion. Isaac N. Arnold, in one rif the 


ablest speeches ever made hy that gcntle- 
man, in Congress, nn the 20th ultimo, re- 
viewe.l the loading events in the history of 
thc decline and downfall of slavery, in 
which occurs the frilliiwin» intereslin.i.' 
chapter of history: 


IJtit the man to whom Lincoln was most 


indebted for his training and his fame was 
his great political rival, Stephen A. Doug- 
las. "These men, Ixith self-made and self- 
educated, coining in early manhood tollli- 
nois, soon became thc leaders, each of his 
party. No two men were more unlike. 
Physically and mentally tbey were con- 
trasts. Lincoln was the giant, Douglas 
was the " Little Giant." Small in person, 
a giant in intellect, Douglas was bold, do- 
nunciatory, impetuous, ardent, determined. 
He had the qualities which create person- 
al popularity, and he was ever the idol of 
his party. 
His iron will, indomitable 


energy, full faith in himself and in his 
cause, united with frank and magnetic 
manners, and a generous heart, made him 
one of the strongest men in- the nation. 
These two men were members of the L 
islature of Illinois as early as 183G. Doug- 
las had distinguished himself as an able 
debater and controversialist in Illinois, in 
the House of Representatives and Senate 
of the United States, oa thc great question 
of slavery, and especially of the treatment 
of this question in the Territories. After 
voting to apply the Missouri line to Texas, 
he finally adopted the position of popular 
sovereignty, or squatter sovereignty, as it 
was called, leaving the people of each Ter- 
ritory to settle thc question of slavery for 
themselves. In accordance with this prin- 
ciple lie caused the repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise, and assumed the position that 
the people of each Territory should them- 
selves choose whether they would exclude 
or admit slavery. When Buchanan's Ad- 
ministration became a party to the con- 
spiracy to make Kansas "a slave State 
against thc will of- the people. Don.rlas 
adhered to his principal of r.upulai "ov- 
ercignty, and insisted that the people of 
Kansas should decide, by :i fair vote the 
question. This brought him in collision 
wim thc extreme men of the slaveholders' 
party, and they sought to degrade him bv 
removing him from his position if Chair- 
man of thc < Committee mi Territories. 
In 


fiily, 1S5,', thc Senatorial term r.f Douglas 
w.-is about to expire, and he came hum" {n 
enter upon thc canvass for re-election. 


In -Tune. 
lS, 
r>S, the Republican State 


Convention met at Springfield, Illinois, and 
nominated Abraham Lincoln for the Vnit- 
ed States Senate in opposition to Douglas. 
The speech which Mr. Lincoln made fit 
that Convention, brief as it is, is one of the 
most remarkable in our history, lie <*ave 
so clear an exposition of the struggle which 
bad long been going nn between liberty 
and slavery that his words immediately 
seized the attention of the people and be- 
came historical. They were recognized as 
expressing a great philosophic?act, and 
thc man who uttered them, then an ob- 
scure lawyer, immediately .secured thc oar 
and soon the hearts of the friends of liber- 
ty throughout thc Union. His speech 
commencing, "A house divided against it- 
nelf," etc., is too familiar to need quota- 
tions. Of the irreat conflict between liber- 
ty and slavery he said, "We shall not 
fail; wise counsels may accelerate or mis- 
takes may delay, but sooner or later the 
victory is sure tn come.'' Such was the 
grave, philosophic appreciation hy- I,in- 
colnriftbe great cuiitcct then pending. 
With this feeling he entered upon that 
memorable senatorial canvass of 1858 with 
Senator Douglas. This, whether looking 
at the persons engaged or thc principles 
involved, was the most remarkable politi- 
cal evutcst- in American history. Thc two 
great parties throughout thc rnimi paused 
to wak-h its progress, and cadi nb«crvcd 
with eager solicitude (lie every tiinvoinotil

^Souu after the arrival iif J)...u;;!a* from 


Washington, in the glimmer ..f !S5fi, Mr. 
Lincoln challenged him to a series of de- 
bates during the campaign. The chal- 
lenge was accepted. It was arranged that 
there should be seven joint debutes. cn.i'h 
alternately opening and clot-ing the dis- 
cussion : the opening speer-h tu or.-iipy nnr- 
hour, the reply one lu'ur and n half, ;in>l 
the dnfic .half nn hour ; so that enr'h tourna- 
ment .should be limited to three hours. 
These debates, held in different sections 
of the State and in thc ripen air, called to- 
gether vast throngs of people. They were 
conducted with few exceptions, with the 
djgnity^and courtesy becoming thc occa- 
sion. There was every motive to stimulate 
each champion to the exertion of his ut- 
most power. Each was actuated by sin- 
cere convictions that the success of his par- 
ty was necessary to the safety and pros- 
perity of his country. Thc Senatorship 
was thc immediate personal pri/.e which 
would reward thc victor, and in tln-Tiiture 
was the Presidency, probably not ovcrlonk- 
cd by either, certainly nut" forgotten by 
Douglas. The great political questions at 
issue between the parties were discussed; 
but each felt, instinctively, that the slav- 
ery question was the question of questions. 
This _ absorbed 
all 
the interest. 
The 


question of slavery in the Territories, 
the Dred Scott decision, the fugitive slave 
law, and the opinions of the fathers, were 
among the topics most frequently debated. 
Douglas went through his campaign with 
the manner and the bearing of a conquer- 
ing hero. There was something grand in 
the boldness with which he threw himself 
into the contest, and dealt his blows right 
\n<l left against tin great Republican par- 
ty on one side, and thc Administration 
which sought to aid hip defeat on the oth 
3r. 
Douglas and his friends were most 


liberal in their expenditures in this can- 
vass, 
lie had his special trains of ears, 


a cannon, the firing of which announced 
his approach, bands of music, his circle of 
devoted figtods travelin:; with him. and it 
is said fter* was expended in the canvass 
not less than S50.000. 
Some idea of the 


plain, simple, frugal habits of Mr. Lincoln 
may be gathered from a remark made by 
iiim after its close, when he said, with tho 
idea apparently that he had been some- 
what extravagant, " I do not believe T 
lave spent a_ ccntjess than fire hundred 
I'.illars in this canvass." 


Senator Douglas was at that time un- 


doubtedly thc leading debater in thc United 
States Senate. For years he had been nc- 
customcd to meet tho trained leaders of 
he nation in Congress, and never, either 
n single combat or receiving the fire of 
he whole party, had he been discomfited. 
Ic was bold, defiant-, aggressive, vigorous, 
fertile in resources, terrible in denunciu- 
ion, familiar with political history, with
